Gems Are Now Seen In
~ Most Watches

Appligue motifs in diamondg, emer-
nlds, sapphires and robies on enamaled
grounds ornament the latest caprice in
watches, Goms, gemg and still more
gemg are added to the already hand-
pome eonameled cases, antil the wateh
proper sinks to a mere tritfle under
the heavy load of Jewels,

There are small square cases, and
very narrow oblongs to be seen this
woeason, slim watches and round ones
that are thicker mit extremely small,
according to the New York S8un. The
square watches are dualnty little af-
fairs, hidden, most of them, bahind
gorgoous gems, Diamonds and plati-
num wire, in a checkered pattern, dee-
orate one of these square-inch watch-
es—thay measurée an inch, no more—
on each edge. Another ja & solid
gquare inch of brilliants with a pearl
addad here and there to top them off.

Two new features In pendant wateh
designs will appeal strongly to those
whose quest s ever for the.mnovel in
jewels, One is the addition of an open-
work frame to the walch edge, and
the other g the hanging gemmed
featoons which are attached to the
most extravagantly trimmed type
among all the latest watches.

The open frames are made up of
plerced piatinum studded with gems
and platinum wirework on which the
gems are threaded, 1lke beads, in close-
Iy strung rows or scattered as dew-
drops on a ¢cobweb. The gemmed bor-
ders reach out bayong the watches,
sometimes as much ae an inch, a hall
inch frame being perbaps the favorite
depth.

One watoh measuring only an inch
across bhas & frame half an inch in
width. It fg encrusted with diamonds
of remarkable shapes, and In the
frame are set seen large pearls that
appearto bé Noating in space, so light-
Iy und cleerly are they mounted.

The designs of these frames slow
muny dalnty patternings in seallops
and flutings, following the shape of
the watch on the Iuside but arying to
suit the designor's faney on the outer
edges, A thin model round wateh ls

finighed with a square-edged frame;
one frame is fluted so that there is a
fascinating undulation in the platinum
wirework, while another has a border
with concave lines terminating in four
points formed of clusters of diamonds,

Two unusunl bordered shapeg are
the triangle and the hexagon. The
frame on each of these follows the
aymmeirical contour of the watch it
enclosures, and the faces of the
witches being round, small corners
are left which are filled In with gems.

The fostooned watch comes in an
endless variety of designs

An  especiall  bandsome  pendant
wiciht has o silver ‘gray enameled case
with an applique motif in diamonds in
the center. This motlf is repeated
threa times in the feéstoon “wourk, a
bordoer of smunll diamonds finishes the
enamel, and diamonds and pearls drop
in Uttle prisms for three incheg be-
low the watch case.

These walches make benntiful neck-
lace pendants, The effect I& enhanced
by the sautoir chains on which thay
are hung, A sautolr is one of those
neck chalns with an extra, straight
plece between the cirele of chain and
the pendant; generally thera are
matohing plague pendauts attached.

The ornament on the sautolr which
{s placed at the junction of the
dtraight strip and the neck circle
matcheég the decoration on the watch
case and the chain follows the color
scheme of the watch. An example of
such a jewel has an ornament of large
diamonds on the sautoir copying the
diamond motif on the watch, The
gdautolr chain is made up of three rows
of gems, & row of emeralds between
two rows of diamonds, carrying out
the idea in the wateh, for the case is
completely encrusted with emeraldg
and trimmed by a fringe of flashing
dinmonds and emerald dropa.

How French Knife
Warm While at Werk.

Hvery wisitor to one of the great
Parls stores will huve noticed counters
eovered with table cutlery of the char-
acteristic French pattern—broad, curv-
éd blades and horn or black bonp han
dles, excellent steel and very chehp
Almost all thig & made at Thiers and
hy band. But there I8 no external
slgn of mnunufacture, and a traveler
might pass throngh the town without
suspecting a gredt industry,

The swift Howing Durolle supplies
power at the bottom of n deep and
parrow gorge, on the stecp side of
which the apparently sloepy town is
built At oue story below street level
wa caine to the forges of the chief
firm. Here, with extraordinary quick-
ness amd skill the knives are hand
forged — blade, hilt and tang — from
steel bar, then tempered one by one
and two stories lower down, at river
level, tn a long, dark, damp cellar, they
are ground, and it is the method ot
this process, unique so far as I know.
that makes the industry of Thiers
worth a moment's deseription.

The river forns a score of emery
wheels about & yard in dianmeter, and
above each of these is u narrow, slop-
ing plutform six feet long and twe
wide. Along ench of these, flat and
face downward, lay a grinder, man or
woman, grasping a blude by the two
ends and pressing it by the whole
welght of the body against the re-
volving wheel just below. The long
row of stretched out bodies gave a
grim impression of something b
tween a tield hospital and a mortuary.

The foreman assured us that it was
much essler work thus to press
agaiust the wheel by one's weight thap
to @it and press by the force of one's
arms.
